Even the greateſt Perſons 1ye open to them, no leſs 
thari thoſe of a lower degree; Their Power indeed 
is Greater, 'and 'they can do much more for us 
than other Men. Bur yet (till it is far ſhort of our 
Wants ; And cannot anſwer one half of thoſe 
Fxipencies,' in which we ſhall[ftand in need of 
ſ{ome'one to Help and Aſhſt us: | 

Their Minds are Matable no leſs than Other 
Mens: And they are by ſo much the more likely 
to Change intheir Aﬀections towards us, by how 
much che more they are expoſed to the Deluſions 
of thoſe about them; who are {till envious of 
ſuch as they-take into their. particular Favour ;

It is an extraordinary Character which the Holy 
SParit gives to ſome Perſons, Pal. Ixxxii. 6. I have 
ſaid that ye are Gods, and that ye are all the Children 
of the moſt High. And yet what follows immedi- 
ately upon it? A Sad, but Certain Truth : Ne- 
vertheleſs ye ſhall Die like Men. T his is the Con- 
cluſton of all ; The common End of the Great- 
eſt, as well as of the Meaneſt Perſoris. Here they 
mgy ſeem to be a Sort of Gods upon Earth : May 
diſpenſe the Fortunes of Men as they pleaſe ; Ser 
up, whom they will .ſet up; and Pull down, 
whom they will pull down. - They may be Ho- 
nourd too as ſuch, by choſe who know no Reli- 
' gion above their Intereſts ; nor think any Divi- 
nity. more worthy of their Regard,than T hoſe who- 
have it in their power to promote them to Riches, 
and Honour, and Authoruy. 

But Death obſerves none of theſe Formalities. 
When chat ſtrikes, the Crowned Head: falls as 
ſurely before it, as He who had nor where to lay 
his Head, till che Grave afforded hima place for i. 
All the Difference is, that as ſuch Perſons are cx- 
poſed to more Dangers, and ſubjeEt to Greater 
Harardschan leſler Men ; fo are their _ 
B _ 
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Uncertain ; and, generally ſpeaking, more ſhort 
roo, A Cottage may, and oftentimes does afford. 
usan Example of a Vigorous Old Age: But this is 
a Sight which the Palaces of Princes are ſeldom 
bleſſed with ; nor can it reaſonably: be expeCted 
they ſhould often enjoy it. 

And when this is the Caſe,what a folly muſt ic 
be to build our Hope upon ſuch ProteCtors?Who 
are ſo far from being able ro Help us, that alas ! 
they are notable to help themſelves, 1n thoſe In- 
{tances,in which both they and we,the moſt, ſtand 
in need of Aſſiſtance. Whoſe Breath is not: their 
own : Who live bythe meer Favour of another . 
Who to day appear in Glory and Honour ; and 
to morrow go down into the Grave, and yield to 
the Fate of other Ordinary Men. 

So fooliſh a thing is ic, in point of Reaſon, to 
put our Truſt in Man ; be the Place, the Power, or 
Authority which he enjoys, . what it will. And 
for a yet more ſenſible Confirmation of this great 
Truth; give me leave, bur briefly to illuſtrate ic 
to you, inthat Fatal Evidence ic has pleaſed God at 
chis time to give us, in the Perſon of our late Royal 
Soveraign;How little degendance 15 to be placed upon 
any Humane Support ; uponthe beſt, or Greateſt of 
the Children of Men.  - 

If, Firſt, We conſider her with reſpect to her 
Power and Dignity ; She was Queen of a Mightyand 

| Re- 
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Renowned” People :- Endued with the Higheſt 
Authority that a Crown could give her ; and in 
that with the largeſt Capacity that: any Creature 
could pretend to, of ,Dozmg God, Her Opportu- 
nities were many, and her Advantages very Great 
for ſuch a Purpoſe, / Much was expected from 
Her ; and we muſt, with Gratitude, Acknow- 
ledge, that much ſhe did Do. 

For indeed, 2/y ; Her Will was not at all Lefs, nay 
I may venture to ſay, it was much Greater than her 
Power. Nor did ſhe value any thing fo much in the 
Eminence of that Station to which it hath pleaſed 
God to raiſe her among(t us ; as that it put her 
in a Condition of extending the Exerciſe of her 
Vertyes a great deal farther, than it had been poſ- 
{ible for her to have done in a leſſer Fortune. 

Never was there Any in ſo High a Place, 
more free and eafte of Acceſs, even to the moſt 
Ordinary Perfons : More Deſirous to Oblige all,or 
that better knew how to do it. Inſfomuch that I 
believe it has ſeldom been known that Any ever 
Applied to Her, bur what have gone away Eaf1© 
and Contented from Her : And either obtained 
what they wanted, or not known how to Com- 
plain, if they have not. 

The Truch is, She was a Perſon in whom Na- 
tuze and Grace ſeem to have concurr d, to make up 
One great Maſter-piece of Excellency and Perfe- 
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Her Natural Diſpoſition was Free and Generous ; 
Open and Sincere. She-had a Sweetnels of Tem- 


_ per, finiſh'dand heightned with a large Mixcure 


of Chriſtian Charity and Compaſſion: Such as 
never loved to ſeeany in Miſery, Otherwiſe than 
as it gave her an Opportunity thereby. of Doing 
ſomewhat tor them to make them Eafge. 

Thus was ſhe fitted ro Do- Good : And @ fin- 
gular Dexterity She had in Doing of it. She 
knew What was fit-to be done for Every One ; 
and After what Manner ; and 4t what Time. And 
ſeldom did She vouchfſafe a Favour to Any, but 
the-very Way that ſhe  beſtow'd it in, doubled 
the Obligation ; and made a deeper Impreſſion 
upon the Mind of Him who receiv'd it, than the 
Benefit at ſelf did. 

. In ſhort; So Great was her Comprehenſion ; 
So Correct her Judgment ;So Ealie her Diſpatch, 
of whatever came before her 3 That God ſeemed 
co have fitted her Soul to her Place and Character: 
And to have given her a Capacity as far beyond 
that of Other Common Perſons, as ſhe was in 
Rank arid Dignity above Them. 
| Such good reaſon had we, upon All thoſe ac- 


counts, to expect ſome mare than Ordinary Bleſ- 


{1ngs under her Government ; and to puta greater 
Truſt and Canfience in her, than was almoſt fic 
to be placed in any Creature. And the more to 
Ns... 
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encourage-us fo to do, it had pleaſed God to all 
his other Endowments; to add ſuch: a Vigour of 
Body, and Firmneſs of Conſtitution, as ſeem'd 
co equal the V ivacity of her Mind : And promi- 
{ed us almoſt an Age of Happineſs yer co com 
under the Influence of her Conduft. / 
And now, when ſo many Circumſtances con- 
currd to encourage our Reliance upon - Her ? 
who could blame us for being willing to flatter 
our ſelves, that ſuch a Queen was certainly raiſed 
up by God to do ſome extraordinary Good for 
that Church and Kingdom to which he had given 
her ? But alas ! a ſad Experience has ſhewa us, 
that we ought not to have put our Truſt even iti 
Such a Perſon. And if Such a Perſow may not 
be. rely d upot, we may then ſafely conclude, 
that, we.muſt lapk beyond: this World for our 
Support : And not place our Confidence on any 
but that God who alone, both can do all things tor 
us; and will continue, for ever, to help and de- 
tend us. 
Which therefore brings me tothe Other Point 
I ed to ſpeak to ; 
pen - he who will ->_ his Traft 
upon a ſure Foundation, mult place it-upon 
God; who alone is 4ble to Saccour us in Lil 
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our Exigencies,, and Will always continue in 
a Capacity ſo to do. bays 
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And-1f}. -That God is 4þle to- Snecour is in All 
our! Exipencies;' is evident from-henee,: that he 
iS Able to: do whatſoever he pleaſes both in Heaven 
and Barth.  * That he has no Equal, much leſs 
any Superiour Power, to'Controul his Will ; 
and to hinder: him from- bringing Whatſoever 
he purpoſes, to the End which - he Deſigns. 
* Thar as he 1s the firſt Being, and Author of 
all Others ; So was there - Nothing before him 
ro Confine, or” Limit: his, PerfeEtions. He Re- 
ceived not his :Power from Any ; 'Nor has he 
chetefore any/Reſtraint upon- it but'what proceeds 
front himſelf,” and is/fubjeft-ro his Own Will. 

' Man, as he was Created by God, fo was he 
limited roo by him in- his State and Condition, 
to a'certain Degree of PerfeCtion, . beyond which 
he cannot” Goz/ nor - Raiſe>up pimſelf':aboye it. 
And therefore, whatſoever Power he has,'is con- 
fined: within thoſe Bounds . which the Divine 
Wiſdom: has «thought fit to ſet to (it'; [Nor can 
he Go, the leaſt Tittle, beyond what God has 
permitted. him to Do. 

But God himſelf is Free and without Con- 
ſtraint. - With him nothing: is impoſſible, but 
what is Sinful ; And that is not an Inſtance of 
true Power, .but of Impotency and.Infirmity. 

So that if we. would-then Truſt in Man, we 
muſt do it with thoſe Reſtrictions which his Na- 
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ure requires-us to limie Gur: Tru withall ; And - 

depetid uporfHinv'as' One whoſe Power may fail ; 
whoſe Mind -may Chanze-;" nay, whoſe very Life 
may be taken from him. 

Buc with God we ſhall'need none of theſe Re- 
ſerves. He'is abſolutely Ablez in: Everything, to 
Help and Succour us: 'And in all ſuch Cafes where- 
in 1t 15 fitting for him-todo it, He will help us, if 
we do but duly apply our ſelves co Him, and depend 
upon Him. And when ſuch is the Advantage of 
God, in this Reſpect, above any of his Creatures ; 
much more above Man, the loweſt of all the Ra- 
tional Kind in Power' and Dignity; well may 
the PſalmiſÞ pronounce him Bleſſed, whoſe Wil- 
dom --and Piety have taught him co fix his 
Truſt there, where Nothing can hinder it from 
being Beneficial to Him, but his own neg- 
leCting to ſeek for Help as he ought to. do. 

1 fay nothing now of the many Ocher Argu- 
ments that might be offered to Encourage us in 
this Truſt, and to ſhew the Happineſs ofthat Man 
who has-placed his Hope upon it, Such are, 
* The infinite Wiſdom of God, in judging what is 
Beſs for Us, and after what - Manner it will be 
moſt for our intereſt to be Helped by him. * His 
infinite Knowledge, for the Diſcovery of our Wants; 
oftentimes long before We Our ſelves are ſenſible 
of them, * His Power to Relieve Us, not only 
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in All our Exigenees,. Which. 1 have: before -Ob- 
ſerved ; but ro Dois.ina Moment, 'at the yery Mi 
nute chat it will be moſt Sceafonable for Us to have 
it done. And, not to mention any more ; * His 
Ability to Prevent Evils from:Comng (upon: us, no 
leſs chan to Free us from them, or to-iSwpport us un- 
der Them, when they have OQvertaken Us. And 
inall which the Wiſdom and Power of Man can 
eicher Do Nothing at all, or Nething Compare- 
| ble towhat God is able to Do. + 

But One Conſideration more there is, which 
neither the expreſs Fords of my Text, nor the Oc- 
calion of the-pteſent Diſcourſe, will permit me to 
paſs by : And that 1s, 8d/y, That God is not only 
thus Able, as I haveſhewn, to Help us in 4 ow 
Needs; but will continue for ever in a Capacity to 
fave and defend Us, Far God is Eternal in his 
Duration, as well as Infinite in his Power ; and 
as He never had a Beginning of Being, {a neither 
can He Ever Come to an Endoof it, - 

Now how far this ſets him, up above all eartb/y 
BenefaBors, 1 have already; ſhewn-you ; and the 
mighty Loſs we have juſt now ſuſtain'd, does

That we were indced left naked and deſticate of 
all Hwwnane Help ; and had no profpect remain- 
mg of any ſfuccour, much leſs had fo good a one, 
3 I have before ſhewns; andas it i evident to 
all the World that we have ; Yet ſtill I fay, that 
all this would not be enough to warrant us to

Fourthly, We ſhould then more eſpecially re/y 
upon his Help, when all other Supports do the 
moſt fail us. 

It is too common a thing with moſt Men, 
when their Affairs go fmoothly on, and a} fuc- 
caeds according to thew Expectations ; to

ttribute roo much to their own Power and Poli- 
cy 3 and to forget that. God,: without whoſe Help 
all. their own Endeavours would be to no pur- 
pole.. And therefare to prevent this, God is pleaſ- 
ed oftentimes to ſuffer' Men to fall into great Dif- 
ficulties, not that he deſigns their Ruine, but on- 
ly to make them ſenſible of their own Weakneſs ; 
and to draw them back tovhim who is their only 
ſure Defence, the Rock of their Salvation, in whom 
they ought to truſt. 

. It were an caſte Matter for me to confirm-the 
Truth of this Remark in a Multicude of I=ftances; 
from whence it may appear, that God has in all 
Ages then eſpecially exerted his Power in the De- 


livery of his Servants when their Enemies have 


chonght themſelves'the moſt ſecure of their De- 
ſtruction. - But I ſhall content my ſelf with a few 
Examples ; tho' ſuch 'as I am- perſuaded, may 
abundantly ſuffice to ſhew, How falſe a Concluſion 
Men make,, when they preſume to determine ; 
That becauſe God deprives.any People of the preſent 
viſeble Means of Delrverance, therefore he h 1gns 
to gzve them up iq Deſftruttton.

Nor did ſhe in her Reading Tun lightly of

But this was not the Caſe of that Admirable 


Perſon of, whom we are now ſpeaking: She 
Knew How dangerous an Inſtrument of che Dey1l 
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Flattery is, and How fatally Her. Station expoſed 
Her to it ; And She took care for Nothing more 
chan to ſecure her felf againſt the Danger of it. 
I ſhall never forget with what weight of Rea- 
ſon, and ſincerity of Concern, I have'\ſometimes 
heard this great Queen 'repreſent the danger which 
Princes, above all Others, are apt to run in this 
Reſpect. And. with what Earneſtneſs She has 
exhorted thoſe about her, to deliver to Her the 
plaineſt Truths; and with all Freedom to'tell 
Her if they had obſerved any thing Amiſs- in 
Her Condu&t, that ſhe mighe amend it. 
O wonderful Condeſcenſ1on!A ſincerity of Piety 
beyond Exception ! And that in'a place where 
there are uſually but roo many ' Temprations to 
\Pride and Self-Opinion : And it muſt there- 
fore be an Argument of a more than Ordinary 
Wiſdom and Integrity, to be able to withſtand 
the Force of them. 26 
Bur yet ſtill All this is only the Preparatory, 
tho' indeed a very Good one, to that which [1 
am eſpecially to obſerve to you, and that 1s, 
Fourthly, Her ſincere Prety and Religion. And for 
that, give me leave to fay thus much ; That if 
a Conſtant Attendance upon all the Offices of Devo- 
11202 both in publick and Private : If ſuch -a Be- 
baviour at them, as ſhew'd her Soulto be wholly 
fix'd on what ſhe was about ; and was enoughto 
have 
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have raiſed a Spirit of Piety in all that behe]d 
Her : If the Influences of this Devotion upon 
Her whole Life and Converſation, and thoſe fo 
Eminent as to ſpeak Her not only- Good but Ex- 
cellent ; an Ornament to the Court, and an Ho- 
nour to Her Religion ;. If all this may ſuffice to 
ſhew a Mind wholly conſecrated to the Service of 
God, and the diſcharge of Her Duty ; then was 
the Soul of this Bleſſed Princeſs unqueitionably fo ; 
and that, for ought 1 know, beyond Any that at 
this Day remains behind Her. 

But for: the clearneſs of Her Conſcience in the 
diſcharge of Her Duty, beſides what we Saw and 
Admired in Her ; two Arguments there are that 
may eſpecially be offered, and I think ought not 
to be paſſed by. Firſt ; That while She liv'd, 
She was always Fafie in Her own Mind ; And 
which ſince it could not proceed either from any 
Ignorance of Her Duty, or Unconcern'dneſs for 
it ; We muſt conclude it did ariſe from a full per- 
ſwaſton, that She did live according to the tenour 
of it. And, Secondly, That when ſhe came within 
the Proſpect of Death, and knew how near ſhe 
was to it, . She ſti]l appeared Unconcernd at ir. 
And thereby gave a finall Evidence that She ac- 
counted Her ſelf prepared for it, and therefore 
was not afraid of 1t.

And for the reſt content my ſelf 
with ſatisfaction to Remember, what I was 
wont with Wonder to Behold. 

And, Oh ! That it would pleaſe God that both 
You and I might fo effeftualy Medicate upon 
Theſe Things, as to form our Lives according to 
Her Example! And become now the Difci- 
ps of our great Queen, as we have hitherto
